QUIET ONCE MORE. 


Matters on Wall Street Looking in 


Bettor Shape. 


The Panic SCCIHN To Be Over « 


CoiilldeiK'u ncMtorcd—-Tlie New 


Voi-lc^Snn'rt Vlciv ol' 


llko Situation. 


NEW YOKE, May in.— Affairs in financial 


circles woro in a moro settled aspect on Sat- 
urday morning, and tu'j rush und turmoil 
which had characterized Wall, Broad and 
Nou' streets for several days had almost 
entirely disnpjxsared. Matters seemed rap- 
idly settling down to tho regular routine. 
Friday having po.ssi-d without ono small fail- 
ure, brokei-s and speculators loft the street 
that ovoning faoliug moro at easo than nt 
any time sinco tho commencement of tho 
panic. 
• No 
ominous 
reports 
woro 


iu 
circulation, 
and 
nothing 
that 


in nny way seemed to forbodo 
trouble, 


and in tho morning afl'alrs at tho offices of 
suspended firm wore progressing mncli as 
they were on the days preceedlng the crash, 
and tho members of! tho various concerns 
when asked as to ortaire stated that they 
woro rapidly getting mutters in shape, some 
going so far as to say that resumption would 
b» a question of only a fo\v days. 


At

baul; nmttors 


wero • running 
on 
very smoothly, 
and 


there 
wore 
no 
external 
signs 


of any thing unusual going on. 
Confidence 


appeared to be gradually growing, 
and 


trepidation and fovurish anxiety had given 
peace to hope. 
Tho opening transaction 


worn clmractorimd by a strong tone and 
stocks woro bought Iu as rapidly as ofCoreu. 
In fact, during tho first ton minutes there 
was a rogular rush to buy, and prices jumped 
up rapidly. At tho expiration of the first ton 
minutes values showod an improvement of 
J-j to - por cent. Lator there was a roactiou, 
but no failures or suspensions wero announced 
in the street. Money was easier, and tho only 
excitement worthy of note was caused by a 
rapid advnncii iu the prices of stocks in the 
lust half of tho day. The advance appeared 
to bo largely duo to tho general appreciation 
of tho precedent that values wore fairly on- 
titled to a reaction after a violent and con- 
tinued decline. There wero indications that 
the demand for stocks came largely from spec- 
ulator who had sold short. At tho same time, 
purchases for foreign account and in a small 
way for domestic Investors wore reported. 
Kusier rates for money inspired confidence, 
ami tho fact that Kuseell Sago was at his 
otllco and receiving notices of his puts for 
delivery on Monday relieved a good deal of 
anxiety. 


In fact tho result of tho day's transactions 


indicated that the panic was over, and that 
business on tho "street" had resumed tho ovon 
tonor of its way. 


There was a large gathering of Wall strefit 


brokers at the Windsor hotol, and all ci- 
pressed a belief that now that tho financial 
outlook was brighter batter prices wero 
probable in tue near future. It was current 
gossip that Jay Gould and Russell Sago had 
a long conference, each agreeing to stand by 
the other, and to uso ovory necessary moans 
to arrest any attempt on the part of tho 
boars to further dopross tho stocJiS. Mr. 
Sage was not in the best possible humor, and 
expressed sorrow at what he termed "ex- 
aggerated nowspapor reports of liis losses" 
durinc tut) recent flurry. Ho denies that his 
bank account is depleted $5,000,000 by the 
heavy lines of "puts" he had out, and do- 
claros that less than half that sum will be 
nearer the truth. Brokers, howovor, smilod 
wben told of Sage1:! declaration, and insisted 
that ho had been badly scorched, but not em- 
barrassed, as ho is yet believed to bo worth 
several millions. 


Tho Sun's "In aud Out of Wall Street" ar- 


ticle ?ays: "A^hilo ovory honest and sensible 
man wishes and hopes to see a lasting im- 
provomont iu Wall street affairs, it is very 
injudicious to think that, because tho Metro-

advanced soveral points on Saturday, every 
further danger has boon averted, Mon who 
think so (and there seems to bo many of then] 
both on tho pross and in Wall street) are 
liable to be tbo cause of further aud very 
serious complications.

Tho biggest and most invet- 
erate bears are bound to como to tho rescue 
of tho market in panicky times. Every new 
failure In tho board-room threatens 
them 


with the breaking of their outstanding con- 
tracts. Thus, in protecting tho market, they 
'protect themselves. And that is what they 
have been doing for the lost three days. Now 
that tho short interest has boon almost en- 
tirely eliminated, it is oy no moans sure that 
prices can be maintainod. It is much more 
likely that a dull, quiet process of furttiar 
shrinkage aud liquidation will set in in a diy 
or two, and will work its way till crop pio;- 
pects are made clear, and general coufideuce 
is at least partially restored.

"S. On retiring to tho jury-room we 


united in a solemn prayer to God to enlighten 
our minds and purify our hoarts, so as to on- 
ablo us to see our duty and decide tho case 
upon the evidence delivered from the stand. 


"4. This decision has been delivered with- 


out partiality and In the foar of God alone. 
If wo have erred, may Ho forgive us, know- 
ing it to bo an error o£ the head and not ol 
the heart.

WASIII.N'GTON CITY, May 10.—Senator Cul- 


loiu's bill to amend the pension laws, which 
has just been introduced, embodies tho sug- 
gestions lutoly put forth by the Q. A. R- It 
does not inclurto ull of .thoso suggestions; but 
in tho matters that it does touch it com- 
plies with tho formally-expressed wishes of 
tho votorans. Tho following is a synopsis of 
tho bill: 


Section 1 proposes to givo a pension to 


ovflry soldier or sailor belonging to the 
pensionable classes specified ill tho existing 
laws who served throo months and who has 
or rany hereafter become disabled by reason 
o£ a "wound, injuiy, or disease'1 not tho re- 
sult of hi:* own carelessness or vicious habits 
during tho continuance of such disability, 
without requiring him to show that such 
disability was contracted in tho service aud 
lino of duty, which requirement nowbarsout 
thousands of cases because of the claimants' 
inability to fiud witnesses personally cog- 
ni/Jint of tho facts concerning their disabili- 
ties. It is provided that those pensions are to

application, except that in coses whoro

contracted

of duty, and its continuance and degree 
year, by year is made to appear as required 
by tlio present laws, the pension shall com- 
mence at the date of discharge. 
Tho highest 


pension to b& paid under this bill is to bo 830 
per month, aud the rate In each case is to be 
fixed in proportion to tho claima3it*s ability 
to perform manual labor. No persons re- 
ceiving or entitled to a pension under exist- 
ing laws for disabilities contracted in tho 
sorvico and lino of duty shall bo entitled to 
tho benefits of this act, but thoso whose ap- 
plications are pending or may hereafter be 
filed can prosecute their claims under this 
act if they so elect. 
. 
, 


Section 2 proposes to increase tho pensions 


of all widows nowrocoivinj; under Ronoral or 
special acts £3 per mouth to $li:, and to niaka 
that tho rate of such pensions hereafter 
granted. This increase of widows' pensions 
is substantially agreed to by oveiybody, aud 
will doubtless bo passed in some shapo. 


Section 3 clmngos tho present law concern- 


ing widows iind orphans of pensioners so as 
to relieve them from tho nocossity of proving 
tlmt the death of ilio pensioner was caused 
b}' or duo to his milita.iv or naval sorvlcfl. 


Section 3 proposes tliat pensions granted to 


widows on account of minors shall bo con- 
tinued without the present limit us to age 
whon It is shown that such minors are of un- 
sound mind or physically helpless so as to be 
incapable of earning a subsistence. 


Section 0 provides that dependent parents, 


proving tho fact and cause of death and tho 
fact that the soldier loft no widow or minor 
children, shall only bo required to show that 
such parent or parents are without other 
present means of support than their own 
manual labor or the contributions of friends. 
Under tho present law it must bo shown that 
they wero^dopondent at the date of tho sol- 
dier's death. 


Section G proposes to moot a very general 


demand from applicants for pensions by 
making tho fact that any claimant under his 
or any other pension acts was regularly en- 
listed and mustered and served throe months 
primu fucio evidenco that ho was then in 
good health and froo from tho diseaso or 
cause of disability 
for which ho claims a 


pension, such evidence, however, to be sub- 
ject to rebuttal by [record or other positive 
evidence of tho prior existence of such dis- 
easo or causo of disability. 


Ben Butler appeared before the sonata 


pensions committee In support of tlio bill to 
pension and givo extra pay to ex-prisoners 
of war for tho period of their confinement. 
Tho senate bill, which is identical with that 
in tho house, was introduced by Gen. Logau 
early in tho session, and provides a pension 
of A monthly for those who were prison- 
ers loss than six months, SO for thoso less than 
ono year, and ?8 ;for thoso confined longer 
than that period.

tho army, whereas tho Federal soldiers were 
practically useless for months to como, owing 
to thoir ill-troatmout and neglect.

Butler laid great stress upon this point, am' 
ho had practically entire control of tho sys- 
tem of oxchango during the timo of his com- 
mand of tho army of tho James.

Oddities of tile I'ucullnr Jarson ot

Value ot "Side Show—and 


Other Privilege*.

In somo Inexplicable way tlie moa ct the 


sawdust nrona havo umdo unto themselves n 


guap;!! peculiii.!' nml to a very great degrea 


unintelligiblo to tho uninitiatod. 
Much of it 


undoubtedly co.mes from gypsy sources, was 
talked generations ago among the uorso 
riders of England, anil was imported to this 
country by tho Cooks and other old circus 
families. Here fertile imaginations havo en- 
larged and enriched it with newly-coined 
words, iclomatic phrases, aud slang until it a 
almost as copious and queer as tlio "thieves' 
patter" of London, with which, by tlie way, 
it hus much in common. 
Those by whom it 


is most commonly used aro tho canvasmojj, 
hostlers, grooms, ring supernumeraries, and 
other inembci'3 oH what may be classed as tlio 
humbler divisions in the circus army. 
Thos-j 


who habitually uso this 
sjieech uot ia- 


irequoiitly find a surious value in the power 
It gives tlli)in of exchanging ideas, purposes, 
and warnings in presence oi "outsiders" who 
may bo hostile to them, without being under- 
stood by others than their comrades. In 
fact, it answers for them most of tho uses o( 
a foreign touguo, and they employ it at 
times without a thought of its comic incon- 
gruity in the gravest situations. 


QUEER SOUNDING. 


Sflvoral years ago a circus company left be- 


hind in Chicago a sick cauvasrattn, Tho poor 
fellow was not likely to recover, and tho best 
they could do for him was to put him in a 
room of tho Mattison house and make liberal 
provision for his care until tho end should 
come. Another canvasmon, one of his oldest 
u'nd dearest friends, rotnainod behind to at- 
tend him. After a few days of pain, nature 
began to gi vo way. Beside tho bod sat hi> 
friend, a big, rough, but warm-hearted fel-

Then one came, and iu its train 
of employes was a canvasman who had 
tormorly been tho coavert's closest "pard." 
fho unrogonerato new corner chanced to 
meet his old friend and salutod him with a 
irofaue explosion of exubornut joy, to which 


.e other, while warmly grasping his hand, 


replied, pointing up to heaven: "Silence, 
cuily; stow your cackle. His Nibs hears 


you." 
Never was an admonition against 


irofanity more earnestly meant, but the

But this ii a digression suggested by that 


vord "hustler," which, an old circus man 
says, means "a good, lively, iiviustrious 


•orkor," nothing more. Tho "general fixer's'' 
>usiiiess is the getting of licenses for showing 


towns and cities, and obtaining porruits for 


itreet parades. 
An experienced, capable 


man, agreeable and smart, can savy a good 
niauy dollars to a show in the course of a 
»easori in doing that work, by making tickets 
is good as itionoy to petty officials; and 
cccasionally, in some rough western local- 
tics, the tact and good nature of a "flxor" 
havo been of almost inestimable value in 
making friends ahead of tho show. "Fixer" 
s a shorter word than negotiator, aud, 
'or all practical 
circus purposes, is as 


;ood. 
That 
reference 
to tho handling 


of privileges touches a wider and moro 
important 
ground. 
Tho word 
"privi- 


eges," when used in circus associations, is 
meant to include all tho itirious devices 
or capturing 
money ill and about 
a 


circus other than tho "big show" itself. Four 
if these aro legitimate, aud acknowledged— 
ido show, concert, ca:idy and tickets. 
It i» 


aflirmod, and apparently on good circus 
authority, that one show, not many seasons 
ago, leased out the privilege of passing coun- 
erfeit money to the "yokels," or countrymen, 
Jong its route, and that another leased tho 
'clothes-lino privilege," or right to petty 
neak thieving of all sorts on its line of 
march. 
Strictly speaking, there was not in 


ithor case a formal leasing of cither privi- 
ego, but that vvhkh amounted to tho same 
hing was that tho counterfeiters and thieves 
wore personally known to tho managers of 
lie two shows, and had to pay thero liberally 
or permission to "work" tho crowds al> 
racted by tho circuses and tho country 
round about. 


OTHER PRIVILEGES. 


The "sido-shov/ privilege" covers tho right 


o oihibit, In a tent adjoining that of tho 
iig show, any and all aorts'of alleged at- 
tractions aud supposed monstrosities, witb 
ho Inseparable adjunct of real monstrosities 
if paintings outside, to amazo and fascinate 
•ural boholders. Tho license granted to a 
ircua ordinarily covers a'.l Us belongings, 
ncludiug the side show; and the running ex- 
penses of tho latter aro very small, by com- 
mrison with tlio big show, so that tho profits 
pon tbis privilege, in proportion to iuvest- 
nent, are often much greater than those of 
lie circus itself. In some cases it has been 
nown that whore tho circus Io;v5 money 
uring a season tho side show made hand- 
omo profits.. 
The "concert privilege" covers the variety 
bow given in tho main tent after tho ring 
erformanco ends.. Though this show has no 
cense or advertising expenses—beyond such 


advertisement as is given by bellowing fel- 


iws offering tickets 'for mile during tho 
lain performance—its outlay is sometimes 
eavy in its list of salaries for specialty per- 
orraors, who 
aro often high-priced. 
It 


i-eCo.-o is much less profitable proportiou- 


tely than tlio sida show, but still is quite 
handsome source of revenue with any good 
ud successful circus. Tho :'cahdy privilege'1 
overs the salo of confectionery, nuts, .fruit., 
mouade, etc., in tho main tont 
Th« 


-ticket;privilege". involves the right to soil 
daily, in advance of the opum'ng of the ticket 
wagon, at a slight' Increase of price, ft cer- 
tain stipulated number of tickets to the main 
know. Thousands of people would rather 
pay au extra dime on each ticket tbau 
struggle in the crowd at the ticket wagon, 


A. "sideshow privilege" Nis be«u known to 


lei' alone for ?30,000 for a single season with 
a large and popular circus, and a "ticket 
privilege" for the same length of time has 
brought $7,000. Sometimes, circus managers 
who had good popular names, but who were 
financially ruined by a disastrous season, 
liavo beea'put on their feet again pecuniarily 
<uid started upon new eras of prosperity by 
tbe salts, iu advance, of their privileges for 
n single season. 
Shows have bee1 started 


totirely by tho money paid for privileges, 
n:id several of tho prominent circus managers 
of to-day were formerly handlers or lessees 
if privileges.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


Particulars or an Attempt to A.NHUM 


Hlnatc Guatemala's President. 


Jfsw YORK, Slay 19.—The following ao 


count of tho rocont attempt upor. ih; lit o of 
President Barrios has boen received in this 
city by l£r. Jacob Baoz, consul of Guatemala 
to 
tho Unitod States. 
Tbe- writer Is a 


thoroughly roliublo and woll informed citi- 
xon of that country: On Sunday, tho 13tu 
iusC,,uftor,hal£past 7 p. tn-.thefpresidont wenl 
Corth for a proinonade about tho Alameda 
Del TottC-o, in company -with Mr. Barrundia. 
Tbero buiiig a iwrtormanco ia the theatre 
that ovouing tho surroundings wero almost 
ilosorted,(everybody having gono into tho 
building. 
At about 8 o'clock Prosidont 


Barrios and Gen. Barruudia entered the 
park surrounding the theatre through tbe 
Jirst o£ tbo two 
p;ateK looking on tho west. 


Thoy turned to tho right, and following the 
wall;, went to their accustomed proinoimdi 
about tho littlo spaco which is encircled by 
masonry seats, surmounted by a kind oljbal- 
ustrado, also of masonry, and of a moderate 
height, ovor which the people going to and 
fro on tho walks about tho building can be 
seon from tho street boyond. The president 
was on Barrundia's right, and no one 
•was in tho immediate neighborhood, either 
in front of, or behind, them. 


On reaching tbo southwestern corner the 


president porceived to his right, at a distance 
of a yard and less from Lls feot, right by tut 
balustrade, something burning. 
]N"o sooner 


was his attention directed to tho rlamo than 
both ho and hLs companion wero enveloped 
by tbo glare of a tremendous explosion, the 
report of whioli was as loud as tbo booming 
o£ an ordnance cannon, and was heard at a 
long distance from the city. President Barrios 
readily comprehended tho situation, and, 
notwithstanding tho surprise caused by an 
attack so unexpected and villainous, and by 
tho severe shock to his person by the blowa 
received on his legs and stomach, ho pro- 
aorved his usual composure and bravery, and 
seizing his revolver prepared himself to ro- 
Kist any personal attack by assassins, if they 
uhould attempt to finish their deadly work. 
No further attack followed, however. 


G«n. Barrios received a terrible shock 


from tho fra£monts of the bomb, which 
struck flat against hia logs aud stomacb. 
Barrundia suffered loss, and that both es- 
capod doath i; attributable to their being sc 
near tho bomb and receiving its pieces flat 
instead of edgewise. 


Santos So-to, wliojs about 52 years of ace, 


is a saloon koopor, and a man with 'a vory bad 
record. Ho is suspected o£ the murdorou; 
attempt. Ho took part In tho conspiracy ol 
November, 1ST", and .was generously par- 
doned by Gen. Barrios. From confessions 
of his sons it appears that on Monday, 
April 7, Santos Soto, in his own house, 
charged tho bomb with coarso powder, 
putting in several places of iron and 
ma:iy hollow bullets. Eight of the latter. 
have been found to bo filled with rfrsobic— 
about three groins iu each. It also appears 
that Santos Soto, 'at 7:130 p. m, on tho 13th, 
took the bomb from his dwelling, about one 
block bolow tho theatre, to his saloon. He
